Zero Population Growth (ZPG) is a national non- 


profit orgamzation of about 15,000 members advocat 
ing U.S. and world population stabilization. ZPG is the 
namesake of its goal, zero population growth, or 
worldwide equilibnum in which the number of births 
equals the number of deaths. It is ZPG’s position that 
many countnes today, the United States included, are 
overpopulated, and that this overpopulation is a direct 
cause and contributing factor to unemployment, social 


injusuce, hunger, and economic decline in these 
countries 

One of the pnmary goals of ZPG is that the United 
States adopt a national population policy including 
expanded programs in family planning services, 
improved population education in schools, immigra- 
tion policy reform, and equa! nights for women. ZPG 
does not shy away from controversy; in fact, it has long 
supported the Simpson-Mazzoli immngration bill, one 
of the most debated bills in Congress 

Significant provisions of the bill are sanctions 
against persons knowingly hiring illegal aliens. One 
requires employers to ask all job applicants to verify 
citizenship or authorization to work in the United 
States. Another provides for fines and other penalties 
for employers hiring illegal aliens 

Mark Esherick, a spokesman for ZPG’s main office 
in Washington, D.C., said, “We are in favor of 


enforced cnminal penalties against employers hiring 
illegal aliens. The House bill wasn’t as strong in this 
respect as was the Senate bill; it would have made 
employers with less than four employees exempt from 
the sanctions, but this was removed in conference and 
all employers are included in the compromise bill.” 

On the other hand, Hispanic groups such as the 
Mexican American Legal Defense and Education 
Fund feel the sanctions will not serve to reduce illegal 
immigration but will only cause discrimination toward 
Hispanics and other immigrant Americans. A spokes- 
woman for the Sacramento Concilio said their board 
took a stand against the Simpson-Mazzoli bill two 
years ago because of the bill’s discriminatory 
repurcussions. 

The September ZPG “Action Alert” bulletin asked 
members to write their congressman in suppcvt of a

Voter Registration 


A bill designed to encourage student voter registra 
tion was vetoed Fnday by Gov. Deukmenar, 

Senate Biil 1563, authored by Senate Majority 
Leader John Garamendi, D-Walnut Grove, required 
postsecondary schools to make registration forms avail 
able during in-person registration, develop on-< ampus 
voter registrauion stauons and promote voter registratior 
at major campus activities 

The bill was intended to Dring registrauon levels for 
young people up to the national average for all ages 
Less than 45 percent of all eligible voters under the age 
of 25 are currently registered. as compared to 67 percent 
for the population as a whol 

“The bill, which costs the taxpayers nothing 


vided students with a convenient opportunity to regist 
to vote,” said Garamendi “I'm sorry the governor 
doesn’t want to take this modest st p to help voung

Theater Highlights Hamlett Acts

Often, a one-act play is used as a 
Stepping stone in a playwright’s pro- 
gress toward writing full-length plays. 
These one-acts are sometimes marred 
by awkward dialogue and problems 
with characterization and structure. 
This was definitely not the case with 
three one-acts by C.L. Hamlett which 
opened Friday night at the Sacra- 
mento Repertory Theater. 

Billed as three romantic comedies, 
The Best Man, A Classified Romance 
and When It Rains are not only funny 
and contain surprising plot twists, but 
also make statements about relation- 
ships in today’s society. 


Directed by Melanie Ahrens, The 
Best Man is about George and Ber- 
nard, who have been sharing an 
apartment for 41 years. The arrange- 
ment is about to change however, for 
Bernard is soon to be married and 
George has some serious reservations 
about Bernard’s choice. 

George’s apprehension about 
Bernard's fiancee is centered around 
the discoveries the two bachelors 
make about thei t relationships 
which results in very funny 
situations and serves as an excellent 
display of comedic writing by Hamlett. 

Unfortunately, the full potential of 
the comedy is not reached because of 
static direction by Ahrens and an 
uneven pace by the actors. George, 
played by Thomas L. Turk, appeared 
unclear in his feelings about his friend’s 
wedding plans. He constantly spoke 
in a booming voice with very little 
vocal vanauon. 

John Thompson as Bernard seemed 
to have trouble with his lines in the 
beginning, but as he warmed up, his 
concern for George's feelings and his 
sincere belief that “real friends don't 


let anything get in the way of a friend- 
ship” became evident 

A Classified Romance, which deals 

with motives for placing and answer- 
ing a persona! ad in the classifieds, 
again contains an unsuspected twist 
Hamlett has created two very recog- 
nizable characters — Erik, the evasive 
date who continually cracks jokes 
and is “always on” to avoid answer- 
ing questions about himself, and Hilary 
the tentative date, who seems to be 
thinking, “you're a nice guy, but 

Their situation reminds the 
audience that sometimes we're too 
involved with ourselves and our jobs 
to notice anyone else 

Director Don Stetson makes good 
use of the small space in which the 
actors have to work and has deve- 
loped a nice pace for the show. At 
times, however, the actors seem to be 
moving without a reason or take up 
an aimless wandering which draws 
the focus away from the other actor 

Elizabeth Price does a nice job as 
Hilary, tentative, yet surprised to dis- 
cover that she actually starts to care 
about Erik. Price unfortunately works 
toward the end result of the play, los- 
ing the sense of moment-to-moment 
Dean Sheilenberger, as Erik, works 
from each piece of information he 
receives from Hilary instead of toward 
the end result of the play. His charac- 
ter is believable and one the audience 
can relate to. 

When It Rains, though not as light 
as the first two one-acts, demonstrates 
Hamiett’s ability to write about a 
Character’s insight into another's rela- 
tionships. When It Rains is about a 
young writer, Marian, who, within 
three weeks has lost both her fiance to 
a married woman and her job. 

On the bright side, she has just 
sold her first novel. As Marian dis- 
cusses her problems with her older 


friend Carly, Carly points out some- 


thing about men that unforutnately 


may be true. “they want you to suc- 
ceed, as long as you don't succeed too 
much

uneven, Causing the actors to gloss 
over some of the finer moments in the 
play 


Although Linda S. Davison as 
Marian and Marlena Codda as Carly 
both appear to be capable actors, the 
blocking they have to work with 
seemed to cause problems. Codda’s 
character was unimaginative and she 
gave very little vocal variation to her 
lines, giving the impression that she 
didn't understand what she was talk- 
ing about 

Davidson made the most of the 
direction she was given and her char- 
acter came off much more believable 
than Codda’s. The audience sees her 
work toward the realization that you 
have to let go, no matter how much it 
may hurt 

The set designs by Michael Ben- 
jamin were simple, vet effective in the 
smal! space used by the theater. The 
iighting by Charles Codda and Dean 
Shellenberger was also simple, but 
mice. There were production prob- 
lems, such as actors setting their own 
props and moving furniture in full 
view of the audience. This made the 
performance seem like a rehearsal or 
watching scenes in an acting class. 
Although there are problems with this 
production, there are many highlights, 
the best being C.L. Hamlett, a local * 
playwnght who should not be ignored. 

The three one-acts will be pres- 
ented again on Sept. 28 and 29 at 8 
p.m, at the theater located at 3116

CFA C ontracts 


Contract negotauions a cuphemism tor wage disputes 

between the CSU administration and the faculty, repres 
ented by the Califorma Faculty Association (CFA), are dead in 
the water. In the world of emplovee relavions, this is neither 
surprising nor unique 

For more than a month there have been no efforts by either 
side to reduce the wide disparity in their positions. CSU offi- 
cals abandoned the bargaming table Aug. 21. creating an 
impasse in negouations which shows no sign of dissipating 
oon 

While money ts the primary cause of the stall, it is not the 
only one. Exceptional Merit Service Awards are also a bone of 
contention. EMSAs are viewed by the administration as an 
incentive to better faculty performance, while CFA sees them 
as a device leading to “divisions among the faculty.” 

Both sides apparently feel justified in principle, and no fault 
is found in that. So long as our education doesn’t suffer, the 
stalemate could continue until death do them part. However, 
we are concerned that if communications are not re-opened, 
negotiations resumed, and a little good faith exercised by both 
sides, the idea of a strike ts likely to occur to someone 

So far, the faculty has not used the threat of strike, but 
Whenever negotiations halt, it automatically becomes a via- 
ble alternative. That would be catastrophic to the 22.400 
students at this campus. No matter what their differences, they 
have no right to use our education as a pawn in their dispute
